By fairh 
ales, when he was come to rears, refuſed to be 
talled the ſon of Pharaobs daughter, Chuſing ra- 
ther to ſuffer affliction with the people of Sod, then 
to enjoy the pleaſures of ſin fo2 a ſeaſon: Eſteeming 
the repꝛoach of Chꝛiſt greater riches then the trea⸗ 
lures in Egypt; foz be had reſpeu unto the recom 
penſe of the reward. By kaith he fozcock Egypt, 
not fearing the wꝛath of the king: fo2 be endured, 
as leeing him who is inviſible. Though faith he 
kept the paſſeover and the ſp2zinkling of blood, leſt 
ve that deſtroyed the firfi-bozn ſhould touch them.
